PURPOSE

This formalizes the policy and procedure of the department regarding installation of
runway wind indicator devices at noncertificated rural airports in Alaska.

POLICY

The department will install at least one wind indicator device at each airport maintained
by the department. One wind indicator device at each airport will have a segmented
circle surrounding its location to aid pilots in finding the indicator from the air. If no
segmented circle exists, one will be added with the next appropriate capital project.
PROCEDURE

The wind indicator devices will be windsocks, wind tees, or wind tetrahedrons. They will
be installed according to the appropriate Federal Aviation Administration advisory
circular.
